That the City Attorney, or other authorized designee, is hereby authorized
and directed to-file, or cause to be filed, a suit in eminent domain on behalf of
the City of Austin against the owners now having, or who may acquire, an
interest in the real property interest needed by the City, described and located
below, for the public purpose set out below, and to take whatever other action
may be deemed appropriate to economically effect the needed acquisition.

The City Attorney, or other authorized designee, shall file eminent domain
proceedings for:

Project: Govalle 1 - Newton Street Area Wastewater Improvement
Project, a portion of the Austin Clean Water Program




Intended Purpose: the permanent wastewater line casement described in
the attached Exhibit “A” is necessary to install,
operate, mainfain, repair, replace, and upgrade
wastewater lines and appurtenances thereto, in order to
increase and improve the City’s ability to provide
sanitary sewer services to the public, to prevent
leakage from wastewater lines, and to comply with a
federal mandate.
